While things were thus hotly diſputed berween theBeſiegers 
and theBelicged at Namur, Marſhal de Filleroy weil underſtand- 
ing that the Army under the Command of the Prince of Yau- 
demont was very much weaken'd by the ſending of ſeveral 
Derachments to theSiege and otherPlaces,thought he had now 
an rtunity to-do a conſiderable piece of Service for 
his Maſter, by cutting cff ſo conſiderable a part of the Con- 
federate Forces : To which purpoſe he drain'd all the French 
Garrifons round about, and having by that means drawn 
rogether a Force that was almoſt treble in Number to the 
Prince of Faudemont, he fer forward with a full Reſolution 
to fall vpon him in his Trenches, in Front, Flank and 
Rear ; corfident he had him in ſuch a Snare, that "twas im- 
pofhible a Man ſhould eſcape him. 

'T was upon the 10th of Fuly therefore, that the French 
Army - under Pilleroy dceamp'd from Pont Ejcanaffe, and

The rgth, between Seven and 
Eight in the Morning, it was cafily perceiv'd, that the E- 
nemics Army began to reach Denderghew, making a ſhw 
as if they intended to ſide off ro the Pr.nces Left Wing. In 
the mean time the Right Wing was {urrounded with a Line, 
as the Left and the Main Body had been environ'd before : 
But the Enemy made a Halt near Denderghem, till about 
Noon , when their whole Army fil'd along the High-way 
of Threlt, and came-to pl themſelves within Canon ſhort 
of the Prince's Right Wing : And then it was, that 
the Prince expeted a General - Aſlaule, But they durſt 
not yenture to attacque him , ſeeing him ſo well en- 
trench'd, and in fo very good Orver to receive them, the 
c_ Guns being extreamly well dispos'd for that pur-

"hk the mean time the Prince having Advice , that the 
Count of Moxtal was filing along his Right Wing, with 
a great Body of Horſe and Foot, in order to charge *m in 
the Rear, and the Marſhal to attacque him in the Front, 
for that their Forces were much more numerous than His, 
the Prince immediately cans'd all the Baggage to paſs the 
Stheld at Dernſe, from thence to be Convoy'd to Gaunt ; 
which was done. Afterwards, he drew oft his Artillery 
from the Batteries, and .order'd them to take the ame 
Road ; as allo the Ammunition Waggons, and the. Infan- 
try, in ſeveral little Bodies.

Thus was the Enemy amus'd, notwithſtanding they 1a

torm'd in {o good Order and with ſo much Speed, that the 
Enemy durſt not attack the Confederates. Nor had th 
loſt one Man, but for a Stratagem which the French ug'd, 
which was by making uſe of Green Colours, ro intermix 
with ſome of the Rear-guard, and to fall upon Two Bat- 
ralions, and ſcme Granadecrs , before they could in- 
tO a Lane through which th ' were 10 pals. Wor the 
Granadcers, and another Battalion making a Halc, the 
Enemy was ſoon repulſed : However this Stratagem coſt 
the Confederates 200 Men. The Marſhal enrag'd that ſuch 
an Opportunity had flipt out of his Hands, Burnt and 
Plunder'd the Village of Wootergen, where the Prince had

On the 18th of July, Orders were given out for Major 
General Ram{ey, with Five Battalions of Guards, to Storm 
an Old Tower that ſtands below a certain Place call'd /4 
Bouge , and the Enemies Works deſcending toward- the 
Counterſcatp ; the order of which Attack was thus, The 
Firſt Battalion of the Firſt Regiment of Guards, a Bat- 
talion of Colaſtreamers Regiment of Guards, and a Battalion 
of Scotch Guards, were order'd for the Attack upon the 
Right Hand , toward the botrom.

For he caus'd 
ſeveral Pieces of Canon to be diſcharg'd, which were ſuppos'd to 
be a Signsl, and which were anſwer'd by the Beſieged with Lights 
' from the Higheſt part of the Caftle. In the mean time, the 
Works before rhe Caſtle went on very well, and the Canon had 
made great Brezches as well in the Caſtle as Coeborn, infomuch 
that all the Diſcourſe was of a General Aſaulr.

The Lord Cutts 
wasappointed to attack the Counterſcarp and Breach of the Terra 
Nevs, with a Detachment of Granadiers, and 4 Regiments of 
Infantry.” Count Rivera, a Msjor General in the Spaniſh Service, 
was order'd to ſtorm the Ceborn Fort, on that fide next the Terrs 
Nova , With 2000 Spaniards and Bavarian: ; M. General /a Cave, 
was affign'd ro attack the Coeborn on the Right Hand of the Spa- 
niards, with 2000 Brandenburgber;,while M. Gen. Swering attack'd 
the Coſerre with 2000 Durch Infantry , and another Colonel at- 
tack'd the Lower Town with about 2000 Men more, 

The Engliſh advanc'd with great Order and Reſolution, and 
had gain'd the top of the Breach, forcing their way through Fire 
and Smoke on every fide ; but they found the Enemy fo advan- 
tagiouſly poſted and entrench'd behind the Breach, and the Ground 
on their (ide fo very bad, that they could not get Ground in 
front, but were forc'd to retire, 

Count Rivers was Slain among the foremoſt, upon their firſt Ap® 
proaches to the Coeborn; however the Bevarians poſted themſelves 
upon a Saliant Angle of the Counterſcarp , and kept firing fu- 
riowlly upon the Enemy, who endeavour'd with great Obltinacy 
to dillodge them : Inſomuch , that when moſt of the Officers of 
the Baurian Guards were killd and Wounded, and that the 0- 

ther 
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ther Regiments had ſuffered great Damage, the Enemy ſtill firing 
with a more than ordinary Reſolution, the Eng/zſb who had quir- 
ted the Terrs Nova, as not being able to do any good on that fide, 
ſeconded the Baverians and Spaniards, under the Command of the 
Lord Currs, who at the ſame time having order'd a Lieutenant of 
- Colonel Mackay's Regiment , with 30 Men, to break through 
the Paliſados, and attack a Battery of the Enemies ; the Licute- 
nant executed his Orders with that undaunted Bravery, that he 
turn'd Seven of the Enemies Canon againſt themſelves, and at the 
ſame inſtant ſecur'd ſome of their Mines ; by which means the 
Engliſh and Bavarian: planted their Colours upon the Palifados, 
and made a good Lodgment. 

In the mean time M. Gen. /a Cave , with his Brendenburghers, 
and M. Gen. Swering with his Durch-men , made each of them 
"Two other Lodgments, of which the Beſtegers continu'd in poſ- 
ſeſſion, and preſently fell to work to improve them, in order to 
another Aſſault; and the Batteries were order'd to play afreſh upon 
the Terra Nove,to make the Breach wider, and facilitate a 2d Attack.
